No trains are running on the Hamptons Subway, 
so our celebrity spotters are not able to go out 
looking for the rich and famous, and as a result 
there is nothing to report, although you never 
really know with these people. 


“ESSENTIAL BUSINESS” APPLICATION DENIED 
Apparently, we are not an “essential business,” so 
our application to remain open was refused. The 
Federal Transportation Authority noted in their 
response memo a number of reasons. One is that 
the Subway is so badly run in the best of times that 
it doesn’t meet even the lowest standards for such 
an application.

Ordinarily, much cleaning and pampering is 
done to the subway trains nightly in the Montauk 
Yards. But this service was discontinued when the 
Subway was declared “non-essential.” However,

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Keeping the Faith

t’s become trite to say that we're living in 
tough times right now, but that doesn’t make 
it any less true. The global pandemic has shaken 
the world to its core, and the need for isolation 
and social distancing are keeping people away 


from one another when the natural inclination is’ 


to turn to community for comfort. And for people 
who look to their faith during times of crisis, the 
lack of in-person worship and services can be 
especially challenging. As two major religious 
holidays arrive—Passover begins Wednesday, 
April 8 and Easter is Sunday, April 12 and April 
19 in the Greek Orthodox church—how do we 
celebrate? How do we keep our faith in a time like 
this? And how can we continue to look to faith for 
comfort and hope when we can’t even go to our 
places of worship? 

Thankfully, we’re also living in a time of 
technology that is advanced enough to make it 
easy to connect with others virtually, and religious 
organizations of the East End are making it 
convenient and engaging to connect and worship 
remotely. “Now more than ever, people are in 
need of social connection despite being physically 
at a distance,” says Rabbi Josh Franklin of the 
Jewish Center of the Hamptons (JCOH). “We are 
working to create virtual experiences that build

community, and keep people [together] amidst 
a virus that not only attacks our communities 
physically, but emotionally and _ spiritually.” 
Franklin notes that the response has been 
huge. “In the past weeks we have seen more 
people attend our virtual Shabbat services than 
in-person services,” he says. “We had close to 
a hundred participants for both our Friday and 
Saturday services.” 

Pastor Linda Westerhoff Maconochie of the 
First Presbyterian Church (Old Whalers’ Church) 
in Sag Harbor echoes the sentiment. “It’s been 
really good. We’ve gotten way more people 
watching than would normally come to church 
on Sunday, and the people that normally come 
to church are happy to have it,” Maconochie 
says. And Father Constantine Lazarakis of the 
Dormition of the Virgin Mary Greek Orthodox 
Church in Southampton adds, “We have 300- 
400 people logging in to see our services online. 
People are sending me pictures of what they’re 
doing for Sunday services.” 


Technological hurdles are a challenge, but not — 


insurmountable. “Whereas we once thought live- 
streaming services would be an augmentation to 
our existing service, it has now become our only 
platform. To that end, we are working to figure 
out how to worship together,” Franklin notes, 
explaining that JCOH has been using Zoom as 


a platform. Maconochie notes that “we’ve been 
busy learning the new technology.” 

While large in-person seders will not be 
taking place this year, JCOH has a plan. “We 
are having two Virtual Passover Seders, on the 
first and second nights of Passover,” Franklin 
says. “Passover is a time for gathering and being 
with families and friends. While we might not 
be eating the same food or drinking the same 
wine this year, we will still be able to be together 
through Zoom. Moreover, we'll have the added 
benefit of now being able to fit more people at our 
tables.” Meanwhile, both the First Presbyterian 
Church and the Dormition will host virtual Easter 
services. “Easter is our apex,” Lazarakis says. 

Maconochie feels that “there is hope and 
resurrection and God is unchanging even as 
the world changes.” These virtual services bring 
people comfort and hope. “The surge in attendance 
isn’t because of the ease of attending,” Franklin 
says. “It’s because of the need for community 
now more than ever.” Lazarakis notes that “This 
isn’t the first time a church has been driven 
from public worship,” referencing the Soviet 
era, when religious practices not approved by 
the government were forbidden. “People would 
celebrate the divine services in their home behind 
locked doors,” he says. “The faith adapts to 
whatever is working against it.” 
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An Epidemic Halted in Montauk 


A Little-Told Story of How an Outbreak Was Halted at The End

here’s been a lot in the news, as we deal with 

the coronavirus, about another pandemic 
that raged across this planet. The Spanish flu hit 
the civilized world in 1918, and many died before 
it was over. 

Little mentioned is an earlier medical situation 
that could have threatened to grow into a 
pandemic in 1898. Montauk played a key role 
in the effort to thwart it. And where the federal 
government and numerous cities botched the one 
in 1918, this earlier one was successfully snuffed 
out before it could get going. 


In 1898, the United States fought a war with 


Spain and defeated them. The Philippines 
was taken. Cuba was taken. In both cases, 
American forces threw out the Spanish rulers 
and set the people of those places on the road 
toward freedom. 

A big problem loomed in the hills of Cuba, 
however. The American Army, a force of more 
than 20,000 men, had joined with Cuban soldiers 
and swept the Spanish army back into the port 
town of Santiago, where the Spanish general was 
to eventually turn over his sword and surrender. 

But while the Spanish held out in Santiago, 
most of the American army awaited the final 
outcome in the hills overlooking that city, not 
in triumph but in terrible trouble. An alarming 
number of them had become sick with tropical 
diseases, notably typhoid fever and malaria. 

Soon after the surrender, the troops would 
have to be transported home. Parades and 
celebrations awaited them in the towns and 
cities of America—this was America’s first 
foray onto the international stage—and therein 
lay a problem. 

President McKinley was informed that if these 
men were to be immediately discharged from the 
army, a disastrous epidemic of tropical diseases 
could sweep the nation. The president made a 
hard but necessary decision. The entire American 
army was to be first transported to some 
uninhabited place in the American landscape 
where the men could either recover or die—there 
were no medicines to cure these diseases then— 
after which the survivors could be sent on their 
way to the celebrations and parades. 

Montauk, New York, fit the bill perfectly. Two 
years earlier, a wealthy railroad baron had laid 
trackage from New York City to Fort Pond Bay in 
Montauk in the belief that a freighter port could 
be constructed there. Freight from abroad could 
reach New York City by rail almost a day faster 
than by ship. At that time, the Narrows between

Staten Island and Brooklyn often was so shallow 
at low tide that freighters had to wait, sometimes 
as much as 12 hours, for high tide, before they 
could sail through. 

The Port at Montauk failed, however. And 
so, by 1898, the trackage was just a fast way 
to nowhere. : 

Thousands of white tents soon were erected 
in neat little rows throughout Montauk’s barren 
landscape in July. Larger tents were built to 
serve as hospitals for the doctors, nurses and 
volunteers who came to help. In mid-August, the 
troop ships arrived one by one-at the large pier 
that stuck out into Fort Pond Bay. And the men 
walked off, or got carried off on stretchers, or got 


assisted, stumbling off, by fellow soldiers holding 


them up. 

Teddy Roosevelt, who had created and 
commanded the Rough Riders charging up San 
Juan Hill in Cuba to send the Spanish running, 
was among them, and a national hero. And he 
had not gotten sick. 

Roosevelt was assigned a tent among those 
of his Rough Riders near where Ditch Plains 
is today. President McKinley visited Roosevelt 
there. Photos of the two together were distributed 
to the press. 


Conditions at the camp were poor in the early 
going for the troops. In the end, almost all of 
them, amid all of the sunshine that shone down, 
the ocean salt sea breezes that swept through 
the hills and grasslands of Montauk during that 
summer, and the care they got in those lying in 
hospital tents, recovered. Three hundred fifty- 
seven died here. Poe 

In mid-September, the Army officially mustered 
out the soldiers in Montauk and gave them free 
passage home. . 

Just over 20 years ago, Suffolk County, then 
the owner of Montauk’s Third House and the 
several hundred acres surrounding it, decided to 
rename that property as Teddy Roosevelt County 
Park. Montauk was the location of the start of his 
rise to the presidency, after all. 

But in 2014, the county dropped that 
name and rebranded the space Montauk 
County Park. 

People objected. Teddy had been here. He was 
part of the town’s history. But the county said 
because Roosevelt was only in Montauk as part of 
a military isolation program designed to avert an 
epidemic or pandemic, it wasn’t reason enough 
to honor him with a park.

WHAT WAS THE INSPIRATION FOR THIS PIECE? 
I love the approach of spring. The budding 
flowers and trees are beautiful and a glimpse of 
warmer weather to come.

Adapting the Real Estate Market to a New :

ow do you buy and sell in the age of. social 

distancing? Town & Country Real Estate’s 
Director of Commercial Real Estate and Licensed Real 
Estate Salesperson Hal Zwick talks about the current 
state of the market and how buyers and sellers can still 
make it work in this ever-changing time. 


What is your history with the Hamptons? 

I am a New York City native who moved out to East 
Hampton 22 years ago. I raised my son here and totally 
take advantage of the outdoor activities and many of the 
locally owned food and specialty establishments. I was 
involved in businesses and commercial investments 
initially and eventually evolved into a full service 
commercial real estate and business specialist. 


How are you adapting selling real estate 
during this challenging time? 

Being respectful, not doing any cold calling, realizing 
what people are going through. I’m taking all calls 
and offering any guidance I can. I am a commercial 
specialist--therefore I am involved with tenants and 
landlords mediating rent issues while businesses 
cannot be open. The overwhelming majority of the 
building owners are being very sympathetic to their 
tenant situations and offering rent rebates during this 
unusual time. 


What is your advice to a prospective buyer 
during the quarantine? 

Work with your broker to obtain all the information 
available. Be cognizant that the building and planning 
groups are working--but in-person meetings are 
not available at this time. However, they are being 
very cooperative in delivering documentation in a 
timely manner. They are also available via email and 
telephone to answer specific questions. 

Buyers should realize that on-site visits for most 
commercial listings are still not permitted--only office

units. They can enter into an agreement subject to 
inspections. 

Commercial buyers need to analyze the lease’s of 
potential investment properties--and determine the 
income security if the tenant were to vacate the site at 
the end of their lease term. Owners/operators looking 
at sites for their specific businesses need to determine 
if their profit levels will cover the overhead for the 
prospective acquisition. A good commercial broker can 
assist with this process. 


Conversely, what is your advice to a 
prospective seller right now? 

Be realistic. Realize that buyers expect deals during 
this uncertain economic period. Do not overprice, 
but if you don’t have to sell, wait until there is more 
confidence in the overall marketplace. Also realize that 
the process might take longer than usual due to the 
current circumstances, for example, obtaining town 
data, inspections, appraisals, financing. 


Why is the East End such a special real estate 
market? 

The environment--the open spaces, the beaches, the 
special downtown areas and the the character of the 
year round residents especially. From a commercial 
real estate perspective, seasonality is a real life factor 
that we need to work around, especially when it comes 
to the pricing of retail and food service rent levels. We 
are all working on finding the financial balance--one 
that works for both building owners and tenants. 


What are some properties you're excited 
about right now?
